Every performer engaged in the repre 
sentation of the Opera deserves praise for the exertion manifested to 
promote its success, Some of the new scenery is very beantifal and 
appropriate ; the distant landscape seen through the temple of the san 
has a warmth of coloring and effect perfectly delightful to Jook upon, 
one forgets for a moment the biting state of the atmosphere we are 
now living in.

Drurp Lane Cheatre. 

Miss Broruers made her second appearance last night, and sus- 
tained the charaeter of Desdemona with considerable judgment. The 
same deficiency of physical power, as on her first appearance, wo6 
visible ; we greatly fear that Miss Brothbers’s voice will not, in parts 
of much.exertion, be found adequate to such a theatre as Drury-lane, 
yet she has talent, which may be made very useful in this establish- 
ment ; indeed, any appearance of merit in an ectress in tragedy, is, at 
present, such a desideratum, that we are not disposed to be too.criti- 
cal. Mrs. W. West played Emilia very respectably, though every one 
who has seen her Desdemona, would regrei the change of character ; 
it is taxing this lady’s talents somewhat teo much, to put her in cha- 
yacters so much opposed to each other, as Juliet, and Helen Mac- 
gregor—we believe she has played both these parts within the last 
month. Mr. Keaw’s Othello was as splendid as usual, and it is now 
so universally acknowledged to be the chef d’euvre of the English 
stage, that to remark more fully upon it would be superfluous. Mr. 
Wallack’s Iago is not very happy, but greater actors than Mr. Wal- 
lack have failed in presenting a perfect picture of this arch hypocrite. 
The house was extremely well attended, and Miss Brothers obtained 
very considerable applause.—The Pantomime concluded, 
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Roya. Otyuric.—This elegant little Theatre was crowded, last 
night, by a delighted audience. The performance was The Wild Boy 
of Bohemia, and the interesting Pantomime of sop and his Fables. 
Madame Leclereq’s Columbine is highly respectable, and was justly 
rewarded, during the evening, by applause from all parts of the houee. 
The other characters were equally well supported.
